This project was initiated by the British Council; under whose 
auspices the first 15 Units were written; The material was used 
by British Council officers and other teachers in many different 
countries and the Units have been revised and modified in the 
light of their reports.

Each Unit consists of a set of drills and dialogues on tape and a 
teacher’s book containing the script of the taped material to- 
gether with teaching notes and suggestions for supplementary 
work. There is also a booklet for the student containing the 
script of the dialogues and written work.
